SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Come-Hungry Cruiser is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book contains poorly written fictional sequences involving sexual activity between 
two male bikers and a variety of other men including young males. The book tends to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. Young 
males throughout the book are referred to as ‘boy’, ‘lad’ or ‘kid’. The sexual activity 
between the men and the young male characters is described in a sexually explicit 
manner with the intention of sexually arousing the reader. The book also tends to 
promote and support the use of coercion to compel persons to participate in, or submit 
to, sexual conduct. A young male is physically beaten and raped by older men. 
Although the scenarios in the book present as fiction, the coercive acts are described in 
a titillatory manner within a context which is intended to sexually arouse the viewer. The 
fact that one young male in particular eventually enjoys the sexual activity, strengthens 
the idea that the use of coercion is a successful means of engaging in sexual activity.
